NOVELTY SPECIE HYBRIDS 


L. TENEBROSA X C. GUTTATA V. LEOPOLDII 


This has bloomed for us, and we have made a re- 
sowing of the original seed pod. the seed having kept in 
good condition for seven years. The flowers come from 
August to December, from two to eight flowers on a stem, 
colors ranging from olive green, yellow bronze, to a deep 
mahogany red. The flowers are extra heavy and leathery. 
A good number of this cross should be in every collection.

C. Barbara Billingsly x Laelia Cinnabarrina 


This has bloomed for us. a beautiful thing. entirely 
different from the general run of laelias and cattleyeas. 
It has several on a spray. the flower is from four to six 
inches across, narrow sepals and petals, ‘star-shaped, the 
entire flower an even cinnabar red color, the lip red, of 
the L.Cinnabarrina type only five times as large. 


C. Barbara Billingsly x Laelia Harprophylla 


This is similar to the Cinnabarrina cross only the 
Harpophylla makes the flower more round and full. The 
color is a bright glowing deep orange, the color of a dyed 
orange. The flower will stay in bloom in excellent con- 
dition a month or more. 


C. Amethstaglossa x Self. 


The parent plant had twenty-five flowers on a stem 
and received a cultural certificate from the American 
Orchid Society. The flowers are four to five inches across, 
hard and leathery, white, spotted a bright amethyst over 
the entire flower. amethyst colored spade lip.
